Thank you for your letter describing your concerns about the intersection of
¥ine and Crescent. The City Council has directed staff to include the
intersection in our regular review of high accident locations within the
City.

The Public Works Department maintains a list of high accident intersections
and attempts to study them in priority order. The priority is initially
determined by the number of accidents and traffic volume (i. e., accident
rate). According to our records there are 48 two-way stop intersections
that have a higher accident rate than Vine and Crescent. W plan to review
these within the next year. W will contact you after the first of the year
and let you know exactly when Vine and Crescent will be completed.
